Sugar Harvest To 
Start October 29. 


CLEWISTON — Present plans 
call for the beginning of harvest- 
ing of the 1951-52 sugar cane crop 
Oct. 29 and 30, according to Hary 
T. Vaughn, executive vice presi- 
dént and general manager of the 
United States Sugar Corp. 

The cane cutting or field opera- 
tions will begin on the 29th, start- 
ing a continuous flow of cane to 
the mill. The giant machinery will 
¿start to turn on the 30th, weather 
permitting, Mr.. Vaughn ` added. 
Fields are, sgmewhate wet at the 
‘Present-time; but with good weath- 
er between now and the 29th, op- 
erations will start, he’ said. 

Growing conditions have been 
excellent this summer and in th2 
absence of hurricanes the cane is 
standing in normal upright posi- 
tion and is in excellent condition, 
Mr. Vaughn said. He added, the 
only thing we have to be concern- 
ed about is the Possibility of an 
early freeze which could damage 
the cane. 

The erop is as large or possibly 
larger than last year, being 30,009 
acres which includes that of in- 
dependent growers, Mr. Vaughn 
said. These cane- fields stretch 
around the shores of Lake Okee- 
chobee from Bryant, near Canal, 
Point on the east side nearly to 
Moore Haven on the west shore.

Palm Beach county salt wat 
mosquitoes were found in breéd- 
ing grounds in Canal Point, ac- 
cording to a report by E. L. Sea- 
brook, entomologist with the Palm 
Beach Courty Mosquito Control 
District. 

While workmen were spraying 
for the pests in the Canal Point 
area one of the workmen took a 
quart of infested water from a lot 
located between the homes of Har- 
old Rosenberg and Earl Maxson on 
the Canal Point townsite. In this 
water were thousands of the pests 
in larvae form. 

After the larvae had been identi- 
fied by the county mosquito ento- 
mologist, Mr. Seabrook, he sought 
further identification and this 
came from the Identification De- 
partment of the Florida State 
Board of Health. If you care to 
pronounce the particular brand— 
It is “Aedes Taeniorhynvhus.” 

Mr. Seabroook told County Com- 
mission Chairman’ Paul Rardin 
that this is the first tima there has 
been any record of inlanvf’breeding 
of this type since Dr. King, of the 
Bureau of Entomology and Plar.t 
Quarantine, found the larvae sev- 
eral years ago in Orlando. It was 
Pointed out that breeding of this 
salt water mosquito occurs period- 
ically inland on occasions and is 
responsible for the large: infesta- 
tions which sometimes occur. 

The county entomologist told the 
commission chairman that a pro- 
gram would be put into effect in 
an effort to eradicate as far as 
possible the salt water pest in this 
area.

Emergency Pump Is 


Put In Operation 
By Richlands, Inc. 


Quick work, on the part. of of- 
ficials of Richlands, Inc., averted 
a repetition of disasterous flood 
conditions in 300-acre Pelican Bay, 
farming area following the de- 
struction of the Richlands pump- 
Louse and two diesel engines by 
fire Thursday afternoon of last 
week. 

The two pumps had been ope- 
rating night and day since the Oct. 
1 flood drawing off surplus water 
at the rate of approximately 60,- 
000 gallons a minute and had the 
bay bottom land fairly well drain- 
ed when the fire occurred. With 
the pumps out of operation the 
water level in the bay bottom 
started rising immediately, fed by 
seepage from the high waters of 
the lake. ` 

Through the efforts of W. G. 
Hull, -president of Richlands, Inc. 
and Jess Elliott, secretary, an In- 
ternational Harvester diesel ‘unit 
was rushed to the scene, arriving 
Sunday morning and was hookei 
up and pumping water Sunday 
evening about the time the water 
level had risen to the top of the 
ground and was threatening re- 
planted crops and cattle pastures. 
The one pump was able to lowe: 
the water immediately, eliminating 
the flood threat: . Another diesèl 
unit was scheduled to be hooked 
up to the second pump the middie 
of this week and plans are under- 
way for the rebuilding of the 
pumphouse. 

The fire occurred while Drew 
Jones, operator of the pumps, was 
absent from the building for a few 
minutes and’ was believed to have 
started when a fuel line sprung a 


leak and sprayed the re-hot mani- 
fold of a ‘diesel unit with fuel oil.
